Ench council is, or should be, 
made up of five promoters, three 
referees, four boxers, three man- 
agers, onc matchmaker and three 
members holding other kinds of 
licence—seconds, ' tral ring- 
masters, whips or tmekeepers. 
As it is the promoter who hires, 
or falls to hire,- practically ali 


‘(the other councll members, it is 


not diMcult to guess whose 
words welgh most heavily at 
council meetings. : 


And at any general meeting 
of the Board, the councll mem- 
bers can reverse any decision of 
the stewards by a thundering 
majority, The stewards can put 
out a restralning hand, If ft 
comes to the test, they con be 
voted out of existence. 

So it is the promoters, it 
seems, who are the men who 
really control British boxing, 
and two of, the biggest of them 
all, Jack Solomons in the. South

The Richest Mine 


The promoter of a boxing 
match does not necessarily set 
out to provide an instructive 
demonstration of the art of self- 
defence. He aims to fill the big- 
gest. hall at his disposal, at the 
highest prices he thinks his pub- 
Ue will pay. The promoter who 
has Harringay Stadium, which 
will seat 10,600, has the richest 
mine in the boxing business.

Rome, Jan. 22. 


A policeman who has specialised.in stamping out 
banditry and lawlessness in the most crime- 
ridden parts of Italy hos been appointed 
police chief of Rome. 


When “Operticn Marzano" 
ended, in November — 1055, 
Calabria had been thoroughly 
cleaned of outluws, at Jeast for 
the time being, and the mnjority 
of locnl Mafia leaders were “on 
holiday" at Ustica. 

Appointed police chief of 
Naples, Dr Marzano laucachce! 
another major operation jn this 
port celly, .infested by  pick- 
pockets and smugglers. 

Police squads toured the elty 
at night summarily  detalning 
anyoue found without — identity 
documents, : 

. Members of Parlisment pro- 
tested ogninst this ‘“‘unconstltu- 
Uonal” operation, but meunwhile 
foreign tourists, for perhaps the 
first time ia many years, ran 
Hitle risk of losing wallets and 
belongings jn Naples. a 

Compared with most other 
world capltals, Rome is largely 
free of serious erime. Neurly 
all the big bank robberies occur 
In the wenlthy, — Industrial 
north, Highwaymen and kid- 
noppers operate in Sicily and 
Vendetta = murders 
fre rare outside the islands of 
Sardinia and Sicily. 


Main Headaches 


The main headaches for 2 
pollee chief in Rome are the 
occasional reverberating scandals 
with a polftical or “society” 
background, like the Montesi 
cuse, which cost the police chief 
of Italy his job in 1954. And 
the more recent drugs case in~ 
volving members of  Rorne’s 
cafe society, 

Then, there are the frequent 
visits of foreign heads of State, 
Government personalities, film 
stars and other = celebrities, 
mony of whom, like Princess 
Grace and Prince Rainler af 
Monaco, enjoy walking alone 
and apparently unescorted 
through the city strects. 

Finally Rome's police  chicf 
hos’ to consider the insistent 
calls by the Vatiesn = for 
“improving the morals” of the 
“capital of Christlanity.” Under 
this head come campaigns 
ranging from attacks on “lewd” 
film publicity posters to out- 
raged comment on the “immoral 
short shorts” of foreisin tourists. 

Summing up the many = and 
responsible tasks of the police 
chief of the Hallaa capital— 
who will be second only to the 
chief police. of Italy in the 
Public Security branch of the 
Itallan administrative machine 
—crime reporters In Rome pre- 
dict that Dr Marzano will often 
drecm of the relatively hapvy 
days which he spent chasing 
bandits on the Bitter Mountein.

Telephone 
Laboratories in the United 
States did so simply in order to 
be able to read Erlang's work in 
the original, 


Erlang died sud tenly in 1929 
and it was only nearly 20 years 
Inter that his contribution to 
statistical methods began ‘to 
spread from the Inner circle of 
telephone engincers to sclentists 
in other fields. The process 
started in 1946, when, the In- 
ternational Consultative Telce- 
phone Committee decided that 
the unit of telephone traffic 
Intensily should be named 
“Erlang” in konour of the Dan- 
ish scientist. Another tribute to 
bis work came nine years later, 
in the form of an International 
congress In Copenhagen on the 
application of his theory of 
probabllity in telephone engin- 
eering and administration. 


A bronze plaque, Inseribed 
with his first basic statistical 
formula was also set up ot the 
time in the Copenhagen Tele- 
phone Company's transit centre. 


Even today, few  crdinary 
Danes know much about Erlang, 
and fower still realise that his 
methods are gradually being 
applicd all over the world to 
solve such practical problems as 
the organisation of road and alr 
traffic, the supply of hospital

Not Justified 


In its slatement,.the Press 
Council sald it did not think 
Mr Muggeridge had justified 
his accusation - against the 
newspapers, But: it regretted 
that neither newspaper saw fit 
to quote anything he wrote to 
the credit of the Royal Fanuly 
and the monarchy, 5 

The statemen, went on; “The 
Council believes the Impression 
of the article conveyed by Tho 
Sunday Express and The People 
was honestly int ana ore 
papers had a right to put their 
case that the article contained 
a number of unfair, untimely 
und wounding dispatagements 
of the Royal Family. _ 

“That these occurred in the 
course of an article much of 
which was reasonably argued 
does not affect the point that 
the disparagements and the 
gratuitous warming based on 
the fate. of the Russian Im- 
peria!

Mr Muggeridge had written, 
“There are those who find the 
ostentation of life at Windsor 
and Buckingham Palace ilttie 
to their taste.” The Sunday 
Express had put It this way: 
“He (Mr Muggerldge) says she 
(the Queen) leads an ostentatious 
and tasteless life nt Bickingham 
Palace and Windsor Castle.” « 


Not Accurate 


The Counell did not consider 
this on accurate conderisation, 
but commented: “If Mr Mug- 
gerldge puts some opinions in 
the mouths of unnamed persons 
he cannot be absolved from all 
responsibility for disseminating 
them." ; 

Mr Muggeridge also com- 
plaincd that whereas he had 
said the Christmas broadcasts 
of the late King George VI 
were “funeral in tone”, The 
People had reported him as 
calling them “funeral.” The 
Press Council’: did not think 
this version did any justice, 

The statement ended: “The 
Press Council docs not think
